The following is a list of clean water initiatives authored by Senator Testin this session:

e Senate Bill 31/Assembly Bill 69 — Ensures that all CAFO fees are used to fund environmental
quality functions.

o Senate Bill 137/Assembly Bill 148 — Creates a nitrate testing pilot program and provide funds to
impacted families.

e Senate Bill 510/Assembly Bill 567 - Provides funds for watershed enhancement of the Little
Plover River.

e Senate Bill 710/Assembly Bill 791 — Extends the POWTS program, which rehabilitates failing
septic systems.

e Senate Bill 722/Assembly Bill 800 — Creates positions and designates funding for further
research into water at UWSP.

e Senate Bill 723/Assembly Bill 790 — Fully funds county conservation staff positions.

e Senate Bill 724/Assembly Bill 789 — Provides funding for the well compensation grant program.
